The name ts surely famil- 
iar — not only from daily encoun- 
ters al the college, but familiar 
t rum around town. Still fur many, 
especially the yuiingcr students, 
there has been a bu//: Who is this 
Pugh guy anyway? 

For one thing, he was sc- 
lecled for Shelton*s very first 
Aluniniofdie Year award in 1989.

receiving the award, Pugh re^ 

plied, "I appreciate the opportu- 
nity lo be selected as the first 
Alumni from Shelton State and

Born in Pickens County, 
Roland Pugh was raised in the 
Ashcrafi Corners area until he was 
twelve years of age.

In the distance I could hear what 
sounded like a loud bang, but as yd I could 
nol open my eyes, I could hear sounds all 
around mc, but I didn'l recognize any of 
Ihem. Inoliccdaloncclhall wasn't brealh- 
ing, and then someone started shaking mc. 
My eyes opened (o sec what was left of (he 
front of my truck just a couple of feet from 
me, and I then understood that I was lucky 
lobe alive. 

The accident had left mc in a state of 
shtKk. I could feci the blood trickling down 
the side of my head, and I knew I was in 
liouble. The windsbicid was crumpled over 
in pieces and my left arm fell numb, but at 
least it would move. I turned to sec a woman 
shaking me and saying something 1 couldn't 
yet understand, her speech seemed lo be 
slurred. 

As her words cleared up to where I 
could hear her shouling/*Arc you all righlT' 
I started to gel out of the truck and noticed 
I was at the bottom of a hill surrounded by 
trees, with a stream of parts thai were once 
my truck leading back to the highway, 

I reached up lo touch my head and cut 
my finger on the glass that was imbedded in 
my skull; a drop of blood slung as it touched 
my left eye. When 1 got to the lop of the hill, 
a stranger gave me a ride back to my house. 
I made it almost in the door when 1 felt a 
burning sensation near my rib cage and I 
started to collapse. I made it over to the 
phone and called my sister to take mc to the 
hospital. 

The wreck had left mc with a pulled 
diaphragm muscle that was inflamed, a pcr- 
mancnity cracked sternum, a severe con- 
cussion and more cuts and bruises than I 
cared to hear about. Still, I was lucky 
nothing was broken, and that I was alive. 

One evening just a few years ago. 



while driving home from an employee's 
house I had fallen asleep at the wheel — the 
result ot" being awake for several days in a 
row. At the time I was a business owner 
and trying to run the business by myself. 
The result of this work overload wa> a real 
lack in the "small things" of life, such as 
sleep. 

In the early morning hours before 
the wreck I had run a vehicle off the road. 
I was barely aware of the fact thai they 
could be dead. Still, I continued to drive 
that day. 

When an employee called in that 
evening, I went to his house to get the 
machine we used to clean floors with. It 
wason the way back that I had the accident. 
Just one short mile from my house- 
People who go out and drink and 
then drive are ignorant of what effect they 
are about to have on someone else's life. 
Driving while extremely sleepy. I rudely 
discovered, was no less dangerous. While 
inebriated or exhausted, you lose the ca- 
pacity to make decisions and react on time 
to what's happening around you. This 
places both you and other drivers in mortal 
danger. And the results can be horrifying. 
I made it through my wreck with no 
broken bones, but the other results will 
haunt me for the rest of my life, I never 
found out if that family had gotten hurt or 
not. It's something I have to live with 
every day. ■ 

Be safe when you go out. If you're 
tired, stay home. Yourjob, your girlfriend, 
your schoolwork will be there when you 
wake up. 

Ifyou fall asleep while you are driv- 
ing, you might not wake up at all,

Summer jobs not career related, poll finds

Working during the summer can bring a 
sense of independence. Students can feci re- 
hcved that ihey do not have to ask their parents 
constantly for money. 

I was inicre?^t(jd in finding out what per- 
centage of Shelton students actually had sum- 
mer jobs. I found thai the majority of the 50 
students surveyed did not have a summer job 
which they will cut back from or quit during the 
hchool year; however, a little over one-lhird 
(34%) did have a summer job. 

Curious, about the types of summerjobs 
students were working at, I asked them if their 
job was relevant to their career goals. 

A staggering 82% of the students an- 
swered that their job was not related to their 
future career I then did some research on this 
perplexing rcsuh. In a May 1989 article of PM 



Toda}\ the journal of the National Par- 
enls-Tcachers Associaiion, Irene Beck 
claims, "today's teenagers mainly work 
in service industries — restaurants, fast 
food services, ^d retail shops. These 
are usually jobs with no career tracks " 

With minimum wage raised to 
S5.15 per hour a few months ago, I 
wondered if the students were doing 
better Hnancially. Most of the students 
(53 % ) were making $5.50 per hour. The 
average amount of money students made 
per hour was $6.0 L 

Finally, I wondered if these stu- 
dents who chose (or were forced to 
choose) work over play during the sum- 
mcrhated their work. Surprisingly, 94% 
of the students responded they were 
happy with their summer job.

One of Ihe important roles Pugh has 
adopted is with the Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education.

Tuscaloosa's Park and Recreation Au- 
thority fPARA) and that takes up a lot of 
his time as well. He is on the committee 
that is responsible for ail the new con- 
struction and planning, and the group 
meets often. "I enjoy my involvement in 
politics, I guess I just ihink people need 
to be involved and make a difference, so 
that's why Vm involved," 

When Pugh was asked about his 
plans — and if he would ever fully retire, 
he said, 'Til slill come in here, I still look 
at investments, business deals to gel in- 
volved with. That's still part of my com- 
ing in here: to consider different things. 
Buy a little here; sell a little there. Wc*ve 
got a shopping center that we are consid- 
ering scUing now, and if we sell that then 
we might buy something else. There are 
different business opportunities out there 
thai I look at. That is what keeps your 
mind working — staying involved, so I 
don't ever want to not be involved in 
anything." 

When Roland Pugh, one of the 
college's most successful and generous 
alumni, is asked what advice he would 
make to young people who arc about to 
graduate from high school or college, he 
docsn'l hesitate, "Just work hard and be 
patient and try lo make something hap- 
pen. Keep on keeping on.. If you work 
hard enough and long enough, it usually 
works out."

The X-Files

The X-Files is the firit film in a 
potential franchise, a la ihc Star Trek and 
James BcmlfAms.Thc film isanextension 
of the phenomenally popular Fox televi- 
sion show, SCI to hcgin its sixth season this 
fall. The movie stars the scries' veterans 
David Duchovny (Agent Tox Mulder) and 
Gillian Anderson (Agent Dana Scully). 

The film plays like an extended epi- 
sode ofthe scries, which is, oddly enough, 
both the chief strength and weakness ofthe 

film. U is a weakness in that it does not have 
the scope and melodramatic intensity audi- 
ences have come to expect from big-bud- 
get summer blockbusters. It's a strength in 
that the film docs not betray the source 
material set forth by creator Chris Carter. 
The scries has always been more 
about plots than about the special effects 
used in the shows. Thai continues in the 
film, where the special effects exist in 
order to serve the plot, rather than vice- 
versa. The plot in this film is so dense that 
it is impossible to reduce it lo a sentence or 
two. U is sufficient merely lo say that the 
lihn begins with a lerrorisl bombmg that 
leads Mulder and Scully to new evidence 
nfthe cover-up ofthe existence of cxtra- 
lerrestria! life. So. much like the television 
series, the film is about the search for truth. 



1 1 ihc density of the plot is not enough 
for you. the acling is delightful. Duchovny 
and Anderson bring an incredible deal ol 
chemistry lothc big screen, the same chem- 
istry that has earned Ihcm awards on Ihc 
small screen. Oscar winner Martin Landau 
(Ed Wood) and Oscar nommcc Armin 

MuclIcr-Stahl(i7i//if) team wilh series vet- 
erans John Neville and Terry O^Quinn to 
bring the movie lo life. 

The film is crisply directed by Rob 
Bowman, who has been responsible for 
directing almost two do/en of the series' 
most memorable episodes. His work on the 
show has given him an understanding of 
ihe themes that Carter wants driven into the 
plots. Their working relationship, along 
with the wonderful music score of Mark 
Snow, who scores every episode of the 
series, allows the movie to have the same 
intensity and togetherness as the television 
show. 

Carter produced and wrote the film, 
and did so with the intention ofmaking the 
movie understandable for people who have 
never seen the show. So regardless of 
whether or not you area fan of the show, H 
you are interested in seeing a film that has 
a brain, check out The X-Files.
